The Campaign for Wool is kicking 
off Wool Week (6-12 Oct) this year 
with its first Wool Ride on Sunday 
5 October! Its aim is to get 300 
wool-loving cyclists from all over 
the country to meet up in London 
for a bike ride through the streets of 
London, taking in some of the city's 
most prominent wool supporters as 
well as iconic landmarks.

The bike ride starts at Potters Fields 
at 9am, with the route an estimated

Jeanette Sloan tries out the brand new yarns for autunnn 
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1. Debbie Bliss 
Paloma Tweed 



Debbie Bliss has added to her 
Paloma yarn with a new tweed 
version. Paloma Tweed is a 

chunky blend of 50% alpaca, 30% 
wool, 14% acrylic and 6% viscose. 

It has a chainette construction 
with small flecks of black and 
beige intermittently knitted into 
the yarn, which gives the yarn 
its understated tweedy effect. 

As you'd expect from a chunky 
yarn it knits up quickly on 10mm 
needles with a standard tension 
of 12 stsand 18 rows producing 
a wonderfully soft fabric with a 
lightweight, springy texture. It's 
available in a select palette of eight 
gentle shades including shade 
07 Terracotta, shown here, and 
patterns for simple stocking stitch 
sweaters and cabled accessories 
can be found in the Polomo Tweed 
booklet as well as the original 
Polomo book. Hand wash at 30°c, 
may also be dry-cleaned.

Rico Fashion Colour Touch is a 
chunky blend of 98% virgin wool 
and 2% polyester, which shows 
a new take on a 'tweed effect' 
yarn. It is comprised of eight 
separate strands of yarn, which 
are each individually coloured 
six times, creating almost 50 
different tweed effects within 
each of the four shades. With a 
recommended needle size of 9mm 
and riotous colouring that will 
match almost any look, this is a fun 
yarn to knit with, for both new and 
experienced knitters alike- who'll 
enjoy watching how each tweed 
effect reveals itself. That said, you 
may want to watch that you don't 
lose any subtle stitch effects such 
as lace in all that rich colouring. 
Shown in shade 002 here. Machine 
washing at 30° on a gentle cycle 
is recommended, may also be dry 
cleaned with care.

With 
a standard tension of 24 sts and 
31 rows it knits as a DK producing 
a soft fabric with good stitch 
definition and a luxurious, silky 
handle. This versatile yarn, which 
has a subtle melange effect, has a 
generous 150m per 50g hank and 
comes in a choice of 12 shades 
including shade 7101 Bark, shown 
here. Pattern support can be found 
in a collection of loose leaflets for 
classically shaped ladies' garments 
featuring stitch details such as moss 
stitch, chevron hems and lace.

This is an intriguing yarn to work 
with as, once knitted, it creates 
self-striping bands of thin metallic 
stripes, which are contrasted by 
dense, brushed stripes of solid 
colour. In fact, there's such a 
marked contrast between the thick 
and thin that I had to significantly 
loosen the tension on the yarn as 
it ran through my fingers in order 
that the thin stripes didn't pull the 
width of the fabric inwards. With a 
standard tension of 18 sts and 28 
rows it doesn't knit to the tension 
of Sirdar's other standard DK yarns 
but if you want to be creative it does 
offer the opportunity to explore 
what effects can be achieved when 
playing with different combinations 
of stitch and needle size. It's 
available in six richly coloured 
shades, including shade 060 
shown here, and pattern support 
can be found in a collection of loose 
leaflets featuring simply shaped 
garments and accessories.

This simply shaped design combines a chunky 
self striping yarn with a couple of intriguing 
techniques to create a hugely stylish and 
wearable sweater. The Channel Island cast on 
does take a little time to master but it s worth 
persevering as it s a really useful method which 
combines great elasticity with a decorative 
edge making it perfect for garter stitch designs 
like this as well top down socks. 




1. In order that you have plenty of yarn to work 
this cast on you'll need to begin with an end 
that's about 6 times the length of your required 
cast on. So for example for a final 15cm wide 
cast on your end should be 90cm long. 



End attached to ball 




2. Now fold the yarn back on itself to create a 
doubled end of the required length. Keep the 
fold in the yarn on the left hand side and both the 
cut and working ends of the yarn (still attached 
to the ball) on the right hand side. 




3. About 10 cm from the cut end of the yarn 
fold the yarn back on itself a third time and 
make a slip knot. 




4. Place the slip knot on the needle and arrange the yarns as above (the tripled tail sits to the right, the 
working end attached to the ball travels towards the back and the doubled end travels towards you). 




5. Thread the working end through your fingers 6. Then lay the yarn across your palm and working 
as for normal knitting and hold at the back. in an anti clockwise direction wrap the doubled 

end around yourthumband hold atthe front. 
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7. To create the first pair of stitches (ignore the 
slip stitch already made) wrap the single end 
around the needle as though making a yarn over. 




8 . Bring the needle forward and insert it under 
both loops on the thumb. 




9. Then take the needle back to collect a 2nd 
yarn over from the single end at the back and 
complete by pulling it through both loops on 
the thumb. Pulling evenly on the strands around 
both finger and thumb will tighten up the cast-on 
edge, just take care to do so evenly. 



Anenome stitch jumper 



Anemone stitch 
- working the cluster 

This is a pretty and versatile stitch is based on 
a 4 row pattern repeat and the floral texture is 
achieved by the creation of clusters on every 
other Right Side row. 




1. PI, *p, wrapping yarn twice around the 
needle as you make each stitch; rep from * to 
last St, end pi. 




2. Kl, then create a cluster of stitches. Do this by inserting the tip of the right needle into the 1st stitch 
purlwise and slipping it from left to right dropping the extra loop as you go. Repeat this for the next 
3 sts then pass all 4 sts back to the left needle but take care not to twist them at this stage. 




3. Insert the tip of the right needle between the 
4th & 5th loops on the left needle then treating 
these four elongated stitches as one insert *kl . 




4. Then without dropping the new stitch off the 
left needle bring the yarn between the needles 
to the front ofthe work and pi* into all 4 loops.

10. Knit into each stitch but ignore the slip knot. 
After you've knitted a few rows in garter stitch 
undo the slip knot by pulling on the end to undo 
it, cut the loop and sew in the ends. 




This creates 
4 new stitches and returns the stitch count 
to its original number. 




6. On the following Wrong Side row the pattern is 
bumped over by 2 stitches and repeating the 4 
row pattern creates the allover anemone texture.

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Match the swatch 



To match the sizes and measurements given in our patterns you must 
make a tension swatch (gauge) before knitting the project. If your swatch 
turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller needles. If it is too small, 
try larger needles. 

Sewing up 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat to the 
measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water depending 
on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with cotton, 
wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams first, 
then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing 

by sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from wrong 
side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 

Choosing alternative yarns 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the length 
of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the pattern uses 

10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 1,300 
metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn and 
divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get the 
number of balls you need to make the item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if the 
original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight would 
be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls of 
new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by the 
weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total that 
you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that you 
are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you just 
want to use up yarn in your stash.

Not quite a picnic 

Q I decided to start Sarah 
Hazel Is Picnic blanket pattern 
from issue 130 this morning. 

After five tries at what seems such an easy pattern 
I have almost given up. My problem is that there 
does not seem to be an even number of stitches 
in each 'triangle' of the square. I am ending up 
with two even triangles, one small and one large. 
The total number of stitches on the row is correct 
for the first 7 rows. Has anyone else commented 
or am I being particularly dim today? 

Mrs Joyce C Hutchings 

A First of all we all have days when our brains 
aren't exactly firing on all cylinders so you 
needn't worry about being orsounding dim. 




You don't. I can see why you wanted to knit 
Sarah's Picnic blanket, it's a lovely colourful 
project which is big enough to be useful but not 
so large that it'll take you forever and will then 
swamp you when it's finished. I've had a look 
through the pattern and can't find any problems 
with it though. It begins with 3 ststhen with 'kl, 
yo, kl, yo, kT it increases to 5. 

After knitting a row you repeat the Row 1 
increase with (kl, yo, kl, yo, kl, yo, kl, yo, kl) to 
bring the stitch count to 9. 

After knitting a further row the stitch markers 
are placed and the setting of the increases 
changes and it may be here that things start to 
go awry for you. 

The pattern goes from two increases on Row 
1 and four increases on Row 3 to eight increases 
on Row 5, which is worked as follows: 

*(K1, yfwd) twice, pm, rep from * twice more, 
(kl,yfwd) twice, kl - which brings the stitch 
count to 17 sts. 

After knitting a row you'll be repeating 
the Row 5 increase but this time slipping the 
markers as you come to them 17 + 8 = 25 sts. 

Keep alternating the repeat and knit rows 12 
times until you have a total of 121 sts. Where 
does this number come from? Well 121 sts - 25 
sts = 96 sts increased in total. If we divide that 
by 8 (the number of sts created per increase) 
we get 12; the number of increase rows we 
need to work to bring the stitch count to 121 . 
Having got to this stage all 4 of your triangles 
should be the same size and you should have 
no further concerns about this pattern. 



Greener pastures 

Q It's been a few years since I bought your 
magazine but I recently treated myself to the 
August issue and was so glad that I did. I found 
lots of designs that I'd like to make and found 
your article on bleaching denim particularly 
interesting so I've decided that I'd like to give it 
a go! Although Maisie Smith's Denim sailboat 
Jumper isn't the sort of style I'd normally go for 
I really fancy experimenting with the bleach 
effect. I am however a bit concerned about 
using household bleach as I can't bear the smell 
and am concerned it's not very environmentally 
friendly. Is there a greener alternative that 
would do the same thing?

A Our editor, Emma's 'Bleach on Denim 
Techniques' piece really took me back to 
my student days. As well as writing my BA 
dissertation on denim (that's another story) 

I used denim yarn quite extensively in my 
final collection, experimenting with freehand 
techniques as well as discharge printing. The 
yarn fades with each wash which gives each 
garment a wonderfully unique quality which 
is only enhanced when personalized with 
the addition of bleaching. One thing I learnt 
from my college days is that if you're using 
conventional household bleach you should 
avoid making the bleach solution too strong. 

Not only does this avoid the smell being too 
overpowering but is also less likely to bleach

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back to leave a yellow rather than ecru colour. 
Although this technique doesn't require large 
quantities of bleach I completely understand 
you wanting to find a greener alternative. 

There are a number of products of this type on 
the market including Ecover Laundry Bleach 
(available from Waitrose £1 .99/400g) and Grab 
Green's Bleach Alternative Pods (available 
from Amazon £49.17 per 454 g). The good 
news is that these have been developed to be 
environmentally friendly 
and as such do not contain 
chlorine. Unfortunately the 
bad news in this case is that 
chlorine is the ingredient 
necessary for removing the 
colour from fabric creating 
the effects Emma explored 
with the denim and I 
haven't managed to find 
a green alternative that 
will do the same job. 



‘kover 
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A Knitting with the Knock™ 

Q As a crocheter who's always wanted to knit 
I was fascinated by the Knock™ which a friend 
had. I've never come across the tool before 
and would like to develop my 'knocking' skills. 
Can you tell me where I can find more knock 
supplies and patterns? 

Mrs M Ellington 

A The Knock™ is an ingeniously specialised 
crochet hook with a length of cord threaded 
through the hole in one end, which allows you 
to create a knitted fabric using techniques more 
typically associated with crochet. Because of 
the way in which the hook and yarn are held it's 
bound to appeal to people like yourself who 
have mastered crochet but have found learning 
to knit more difficult. 

Knocking starts with the creation of a 
foundation chain, which is the equivalent of 
casting on. On the following row by inserting 
the hook into each stitch in turn, wrapping the 
yarn around then bringing it back to the front of 
work you'll create a new row of stitches which 




are saved from dropping off the hook by the 
attached length of cord. If you missed the free 
instructions that came with the magazine you 
can download the basics and find plenty of 
video tutorials over on our website

And having written about it back in issue 131, the 
feedback on tangling or rather untangling yarn 
continues with an email I received from 

Mandy Gordon of Solihull 

Q I just read your August magazine, and was 
interested in the Star Letter. I wind hanks, or 
skeins, from a swift on to a ball winder. Then 
from the ball cone on to another ball cone, to 
make sure the tension is OK. I take the yarn 
'cake' off the cone, and always, always use the 
yarn from the outside. Using it from the inside 
has always caused me problems as the ball 
collapses on itself and tangles anyway. Balls I 



wind by hand into another ball. Doughnuts I 
wind by hand into a ball. Otherwise I get so 
frustrated by the end of the ball! 

I do have a yarn bowl, which had a slit 
through, but it broke at the weak point. I am 
so disappointed. I'd really like a wooden one, 
which I'm thinking would be stronger than 
ceramic. I do like the old teapot idea, though, 
and am working up to that!

Laura 'Purl Princess' Parkinson thinks she has a knitting prodiow 
on her hands, but does her daughter Flo have other ideas? 




W hen you have kids you always hope 
that they will share your passion for 
something. Be it football, reading 
or knitting, you would like to thinkthat your 
connection as a parent will be strengthened in 
sharing love for a common subject. But as we all 
know, little people are just that: people in their 
own right - people that have their own ideas 
about what they want, like and have passion for. 
My four-year old daughter, Florence, is a case in 
point as she is probably the most independently- 
minded child I've ever met. I've always assumed 
that she will never share my passion for knitting, 
but recently I was knitting on the sofa and Flo 
sat next to me and said, "Mummy, can I try?" I 
attempted to hide both my shock at the question 
and the urge to whip my knitting away from her 
tiny handsforfear of her pulling all thestitches 
off, which has clearly happened many times 
before. Can it be? She wants to knit? 

Flo's history with knitting isn't great. As I just 
mentioned, her sticky little mitts have dropped a 
lot of stitches in the past. You have never heard a 
scary-mum-voice as stern as mine when I walk into 
a room and Flo is holding my work in progress 
with that mischievous look about her. Once we 



were playing hide and seekand as usual I found 
her with ease, simply by following her loud 
giggle, but when I got to her I realised that the 
thrill of being found wasn't why she wasgiggling, 
it was in fact that she had my knitting and was 
twirling it perilously round and round on the 
needles. When I gasped at the sight, she jumped 
up and ran through the flat with the yarn trailing 
behind her, hysterically giggling until I managed 
to wrestle it away to survey the damage. I know 
whatyou're thinking; I should probablyjust learn 
to put my knitting out of a four year-old's reach. 

So what was this sudden urge to learn now? 

I approached the situation with caution and 
after carefully packing away my current not-to- 
be-touched-by-sticky-fingers project I got out 
some colourful training needlesand brightyarn. 
Flo was excited by this development. With this 
encouragement I showed herthe slipknot. She 
rejected the chance to try this herself, which 
I accepted as she can't even tie her shoes yet. 

I showed herthe cable cast on method and she 
watched more intently than I thought she was 
capable of. She then declared, "You do that bit, 
and then I'll do the rest". Fair enough, I thought. 
I've taught lots of people who say thattheir mum 
or nan always cast on for them. I showed her 
how the first stitch is knit and handed it over. She 
held the needles and the sight of it brought a 
little warmth to my heart. What if she's a natural? 

I learned to knit at five, Flo's only a year off, she 
might be a child prodigy and the brightest 
knitting star of the future. She'll get me into all the 




knitting shows, there will be free yarn, we'll spend 
nights in front of the fire knitting and chatting 
about life. It's at this point that Flo tries to insert 
the needle into the top stitch and utters the words 
that I knew were coming, "I can't dooooo it!" 
Needless to say, the lesson was over. 

But my hope for my child knitting prodigy 
isn't lost. While visiting a yarn store this summer 
Flo selected a skein of locally dyed eco Aran 
cotton from the shelf and asked if I would buy it 
for her. Again my inner knitter jumped with joy. 

I imagined all the things I could make herwith the 
skein she's picked and how she would love the 
finished article. After buying it she skipped out 
of the shop then span around and demanded 
her needles so that she could start knitting with 
'her' yarn. As I explained that Mummy would be 
knitting something for her she promptly ran away
